Officer Tells Hong Kong 
of Experiences, 
"RECENT CAMPAIGN. . 


Mr. F.C. Jones, well known 
in Shanghai as the Officer Com- 
manding the “B” Company (Bri- 
tish) of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Defence Corps, arrived here by 
the s.8. President McKinley last

During the recent fighting in 
Shanghai Mr. Jones was sta-|' 
tioned in “B” Bloekhouse, a per- 
manent defence |post, situated 
adjacent to the North Station, 
where, for a considerable time 
the brunt of the fighting was 
centred, :

AMfail reporter last night, Mr. 
Jones medestly declined to re- 
late any of his own experiences, 
but spoke in glowing terms of|:
